The  Art  of  Sweeping. 

With  careful  use  a  valuable  carpet 
may  retain  its  rtiat  fresh  beauty  very 
little  iuiparetl  for  many  years,  while 
one  unlucky  iweep  may  mar  it  at  the 
"first  intention,"  as  the  doctors  say 
and  a  dill •'.vj carpet  iu  turn  mars  the 
beautv  iimL  harmony  of  a  room  in  all 
its  apjHiintmeiits. 

The  cheaper  ^ra«lea  of  floor  cover¬ 
ing,  being  leus  durable  according  to 
quality,  are  quite  as  easily  damaged 
by  bad  management  in  sweeping. 

The  prerequisites  of  a  genuine  good 
•  sweep  arc  find,  a  properly  laid  floor 
covering ;  second,  the  proper  kind  of  a 
brpom  or  brush  to  work  with ;  and 
third,  a  proper  regard  for  the  value 
and  appearance  of  the  carpet,  together 
vrith  the  intelligence  and  skill  of 
good  sweeper.  In  the  first  place,  a 
CM-pet  to  wear  satisfactorily  should  be 
plkced  on  the  floor  with  the  widths  all 
running  the  same  way,  stretched  even 
ly,  not  too  tight,  over  felting  made  for 
the  purp&se,  or  instead,  thick  soft 
paper.  i 

For  a  fine  carpet  of  any  kind  we 
want  a  light,  soft,  and  new  broom — 
one  made  of  manila  or  fine  broom 
corn.  Those  who  make  brooms'  know- 
best  how  to  select  straws.  The  best 
brooms  are  usually  sold  at  the  best 
stores  and  cost  the  best  prices — the 
highest  V>eing  cheap  enough,  there  is 
no  economy  in  buying  low  priced 
brooms.  Wbemthe  trade  fails  to  sup¬ 
ply  the  desired  broom  it  is  very  easy 
to  have  several  made  to  order,  the 
straws  to  j  of  the  very  finest  and  the 
handles  1&po<4h,  long  and  un painted. 
A  broom  Should  never  be  either  cut, 
scalded  or  doctored  by  any  of  the 
methods  prescribed  in  the  housekeep 
er’s  pharmaoqiR-ia.  A  cut  broom  or 
one  much  worn  cuts  and  wears  the 
carpet  ami  leaves  the  dust  behind. 
Scalding  a  broom  is  said  to  toughen 
it  and  make  it  last ;  a  good  broom 
needs  no  tough tening  and  if  properly 
handle*!  will  wear  a  long  time.  I  have 
one  now  that  has  done  special  service 
on  one  car}*.- 1  for  five  years.  In  the 
same  time  dow  ns  of  brooms  have  been 
worn  out  in  other '  parts  of  the  house. 

Provided  with  a  broom  that  is  per 
fectly  cl^an,  dry,  soft  and  light,  the 
grain  of  the  carpet  h»  to  be  ascertain 
ed.  This  is  t|une  by  passing  the  hand 
gently  up  or  dow  n  the  length  wav  of 
the  carpet  just  ns  we  do  with  cloth, 
velvet  and  satin.  Then  remove  the 
furniture  as  much  as  possible  from  one 
width  ami  begin  at  whichever  end  will 
take  you  the  “down  way”  of  the  car¬ 
pet — that  is,  do  not  brush  so  is  to 
raise  Ate  pile  (the  surest  way  in  the 
world  to  ruin  a  caqiet,)  brush  with 
the  full  broad  side  of  the  broom,  tak¬ 
ing  one  width  at  a  time. 

Hold  the  broom  in  a  dragging  posi¬ 
tion,  so  it  will  draw  the  dust  along 
under  it  instead  of  flinging  it  up  in  the 
air.  Make  short  strokes,  »with  a  light 
brisk  motion,  if  necessary  go  over  the 
same  spot  several  times,  always  brush 
ing  forward.  Use  the  dust  pan  fre¬ 
quently  to  prevent  accumulations  on 
the  carpet,  and  be  careful  not  to  step 
into  a  pile  of  dust  and  then  on  to  a 
swept  spot  / 

I  have  always  claimed  that  sweep¬ 
ing  should  be  done  with  closed  doors 
and  windows,  but  for  those  who  can- 
nut  sweep  without  raising  a  dust*  it  is 
of  vital  importance  to  admit  all  the 
outer  air  possible.  The  head  and  ears 
should  be  covered  and  the  mouth  kept 


closed,  going  once  in  a  while  to  the 
open  door  or  window  for  a  deep  drawn 
breath  of  fresh  si r. 

To  lay  a  rug  down  and  sweep  it  vig¬ 
orously,  “  both  ways  at  once  "  and 
every  other  war,  or  to  beat  it  against 
the  door  post,  the  step,  a  tree,  fence, 
stone  or  any  bard  substance  that  mar 
happen  near,  or  to  hang  it  jon  a  line 
and  attack  it  with  dubs,  like  some  fe¬ 
rocious  creature  giving  vent  to  the 
pent  up"  rage  of  a  life  time,  is  all 
wrong,  and  I,  for  one,  would  imuiedi 
ately  discharge  any  servant  guilty  of 
such  willful  destruction. 

These  instructions  so  far  have  been 
for  fine  dean  carpets  that  really  re¬ 
quire  very  little  sweeping,  but  where 
there  is  a  much  worn  carpet  and  more 
or  less  dust  and  mud  and  lifter,  there 
is  simply  an  aliomination.  Better  far 
have  a  dean  bare  floor  than  a  “  dirty- 
old  carpet.” 

Straw  matting  is  swept  crossways 
with  a  soft  hair  brush,  never  with 
corn  broom.  When  soiled  and  not  un 
til  then,  wipe  over  with  a  cloth  wrung 
well  out  of  cold  water  ana  slightly 
salted. 

Now  one  word  about  a  medium  for 
brightening  a  carpet.  There  is  noth 
ing,  positively  nothing,  better  for  the 
purpose  than  the  clean  dry*  broom. 
Our  numerous  recipes  suggest  tea 
leaves,  straw-,  grass,  paper,  corn  meal, 
fresh  snow,  and  I  don't  know;  what  all, 
but  I  do  know  a  carpet  is  all  the  bet 
ter  without  either.  Having  beard 
so  much  about  the  merits  of  salt, 

I  determined  to  try  an  experiment. 

I  took  one  piece  of  haadsome 
velvet  carpet,  old  but  clean  and  fresh 
looking.  I  left  the  piece  exposed  to 
the  ordinary  wear  ami  tear  in  a  room 
until  it  came  sweeping  time.  I  care¬ 
fully  swept  one  half  of  the  piece  and 
immediately  tacked  a  large  paper  over 
it,  then  I  sprinkled  salt  a  la  mode 
over  the  other  half  and  proceeded  to 
carefully  sweep  that,  covering  it  also 
until  the  room  was  in  order.  Tikis  I 
continued  for  several  weeks.  At  first 
there  appeared  no  difference  in  the 
two  halves  of  the  carpet,  but  after 
awhile  one  began  to  look  more  shabby 
and  faded  than  the  other :  it  was  the  side 
that  had  been  salted ;  but  immediate¬ 
ly  after  sweeping  it  would  again  seem 
much  the  brighter.  One  day  a  visitor 
noticed  such  a  difference  in  the  two 
ends  iff  the  strip  of  carpet  that  she  in¬ 
quired  :  “  What  has  happened  to  your 
carpet  f”  I  explained  that  I  had  been 
experimenting  with  salt,  but  so  soaked 
in  biine  was  her  opinion  that  I  failed 

to  cuuviuc«  ikai  tko  bright  cuvl 

was  the  one  that  had  no  salt.  Never¬ 
theless  so  it  was.  The  treaijment  of 
oil  cloths  and  plain  wooden  pr  stone 
floors  will  require  a  chapter  of  its  own. 
—  The  Dee  or  otter  and  F&miiher. 


A  Modest  Book.* 

Three  years  ago  there  appeared  in 
the  city  of  Newark  a  volume  that  we 
deem  quite  worthy  of  friendly  notice. 
The  volume  was  issued  so  quietly,  with 
none  of  the  preparation  familiar  to  the 
book-making  world,  that  few  learned 
of  its  existence  and  fewer  still  were 
permitted  to  enjoy  its  quaint  £nd  var¬ 
ied  contents.  The  edition  seems  to 
have  been  carefully  limited  to  the  sup¬ 
plying  of  the  immediate  friends  of  the 
author,  and  it  was  only  by  chance  that 
a  copy  fell  into  our  hands.  A  casual 
acquaintance  has  taught  us  to  value 
the  writer  as  a  man  of  unobtrusive, 
delicate  and  refined  taste ;  yet!  we  had 
failed  to  discover  the  fulness  and 
richness  of  the  qualities  here  itevealed. 

In  the  midst  of  a  busy  professional 
life,  usually  unfriendly  to  such  pur¬ 
suits,  there  has  survived  and  ripened 
in  him  a  rare  fund  of  imaginative 
power,  a  power  which  at  tim|e8  “es¬ 
sayed  to  climb,”  but  more  often  chose 
to  revert  to  and  dwell  fondly  within 
its  immediate  surroundings  aiid  draw 
from  them  satisfying  and  instructive 
lessons.  Nature  in  its  more  retired 
moods  has  taught  the  author!  rightly 
to  appreciate  and  apply  its  truths.  It 
this  feature  especially  that  gives 
prevailing  tone  to  a  large  portion  of 
the  book.  Scenes  and  incidents  famil¬ 
iar  to  many  of  the  residents  of  New  ark, 
Bloomfield  and  vicinity  here  acquire 
new  grace,  interest  and  meaning. 
Here,  where  most  of  us  are  content  to 
note  isolated  details,  the  subtile  touch 
of  imagination,  without  distorting, 
gathers  and  readjusts  and  with  grace¬ 
ful  art  interprets  for  lasting  uses.  The 
thought  of  the  old  writer  that  his  his¬ 
tory  might  become  a  possession  of  all 
time  is  ajj  equally  potent  element  in 
the  domain  of  the  poet.  To  readers 
of  this  volume,  therefore,  “Orange 
Mountain,”  “  Second  River,”  “  Day¬ 
break  on  the  Seashore,”  “The  Moon¬ 
light  Picture,”  “  Spring,”  “  Thie  Rust¬ 
ling  Corn,”  and  numerous  other  poems, 
will  pleasantly  recall  and  suggest  much 
that  they  will  not  willingly  forget. 

Of  different  theme,  but  not  unlike 
in  treatment,  are  “Decoration  Day,” 
The  Volunteer,”  “The  Jersey  Blues,” 
Just  Twenty  Years  Ago,”  “The  Ded¬ 
ication  of  the  Kearny  Statue,”  and 
others.  They  all  breathe  anew  the 
unspoken  undertone  of  sincere  senti- 
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rneni  that  found  fitting  utterance  m 
four  years  of  steadfast  heroism 
personal  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the 
soldiers  of  New  Jersey.  The  writer 
evidently  drew  his  first  inspiration 
where  “grim  carnage 
and  twenty  yean'  fuller 
experience  of  the  advantagea  won  in 
those  struggles  has  not  impaired  their 
value  and  instruct! renese  to  him.  We 
venture  to  aurmiae  that  a  much  broad 
er  circle  of  old  time  fellow  soldiers  *s 
well  as  present  friends  oouhl  welcome 
with  responsive  eympathv  the  remin¬ 
iscence  here  revived  and  equally  the 
kindly  vein  of  introspective  moralizing 
with  which  they  are  often  interwoven 
for  in  than  all  the  poet’s  office  to  in 
struct  while  adorning  is  successfully 
maintained. 

Beside  the  groups  that  we  have  des¬ 
ignated,  the  volume  presents  a  collec 
tion  of  miscellaneous  ]oenis,  varying 
w  idfely  in  content  and.  in  f<  >nn.  The 
author’s  scope  seems  ‘Jimited  only  by 
what  to  him  is  naturally  expressive  of 
beauty  and  worth.  He  does  not  as 
pire  to  pen  “verses  glorious  and  rare,’ 
but  noun  the  lees  much  that  he  Las  of¬ 
fered  has  its  rightful  place  and  power 
to  every  thoughtful  mind.  We  confess 
a  feeliug  of  unusual  kindliness,  almost 
of  personal  affection,  in  the  perusal  of 
this  volume  of  “Homespun  Verses. 
Perhaps  likeness  of  local  surroumlings 
and  in  certain  past  experiences  would 
account  for  much  of  this ;  but  not  for 
all.  May  their,  author  for  years  to 
come  be  guided  by  the  lesson  of  “A 
Sound  Reason,”  one  of  the  happiest  of 
his  attempts. —  Wise  and  Othenrise. 


Are  You  Going  to  Move? 

This  a  question  which  is  as  familiar 
to  the  majority  of  Americans  as  “  How- 
do  you  do  ?”  People  in  cities  move 
every  year  for  various  reasons  but 
nevertheless  they  move.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Crafts,  of  New  York,  talked  to  a 
congregation  in  Harlem,  on  the  sub¬ 
ject :  |“  Is  Christianity  adapted  to 
flats  ?”  and  made  the  point  that  a  few 
of  the  reasons  why  people  move  all  the 
time,  is  because  they  and  their  neigh 
bors  occupying  the  flat  or  tenement 
with  them,  play  the  piano,  hold  card 
parties,  dance  and  sing  at  all  hours  of 
the  day  and  night,  and  no  golden  rule 
w  as  observed  anywhere.  It  used,  to 
be  the  custom  when  a  friend  called  to 
say  pleasantly,  “  Come  in,”  now  peo¬ 
ple  shout  through  a  tube,  “  who’s 
there  This  is  a  death  blow  to  cour¬ 
tesy  and  Christianity. 

Some  men  are  constantly  trying  to 
save  money  and  get  along  better,  by 
moving  their  families  into  cheap  ten¬ 
ements,  and  necessarily  poor  neigh  bor- 
hoods  where  the  moral  atmosphere  is 
about  as  pure  as  on  Barren  Island. 
Their  wives  become  dirty,  careless,  and 
slouchy,  down  at  the  heel  and  vulgar, 
and  their  children  follovjr  closely  in  her 
footsteps  while  the  husband  and  fath¬ 
er  seeks  companionship  in  the  saloon 
or  other  place  and  thus  improves  his 
condition.  These  are  a  few  of  the 
evils  that  the  poorer  people  are  sur¬ 
rounded  with,  and  in  their  vain  at¬ 
tempt  to  get  along  move  from  year  to 
year  in  the  vain  hope  of  improvement. 

The  Bluilding  Association  opens  a 
broad  and  certain  means  of  escape 
from  all  this,  and  in  short  time  assists 
him  out  of  this  hopeless  state  in  life, 
and  improves  his  condition  in  every 
way.
